BARCELONA AREA BOMBED 
TWICE BY REBEL FLYERS

BARCELONA, July 9.—Insurgent 
warplanes raided the Barcelona 
area twice today, heavily bombing 
the workers’ quarters of the capi- 
tal. :

MUSSOLIN TALKS WAR 
ON WORLD-WIDE SCALE 


Says Spain Is Scene of First 
Combat in Anti-Bolshevism 
Campaign. 


By the Associated Press. 
ROME, July 9—Premier Musso- 


lini announced today Italy’s readi- 
ness to combat Bolshevism ‘on a 
European or world-wide scale” if 
neecssary “to decide the fate of the 
continent.” 

His statement was made in a 
preface to a volume of Fascist 
Grand Council’s acts of the last 
three years. Mussolini wrote that 
the acts were being published 
“Ww Mictory ts within the grasp 
of (Spanish Insurgent Generalissi- 
mo) Franco’s armies, notwithstand- 
ing French-Russian aid.” He add- 
ed: 


“The event is of enormous his- 
toric importance. It is the first 
time—but will it be the last?— 
in which Blackshirts have confront- 
ed Bolshevist forces and those of 
immortal principles on the interna- 
tional field.” 

The reference to “immortal prin- 
ciples” was interpreted as applying 
to democracy, which he frequently 
has derided. 

“It is the first encounter between 
two revolutions, between that of the 
last century—even bolshevism is a 
reactionary revolution—and ours,” 
he said. 

“We do not know whether -this 
clash may develop on a European 
or a world-wide scale tomorrow. 
What we do know is that Fascism 
does not fear a battle which must 
decide the fate of the continent.” 

Foreigners who once pitied Italy 
now hate her, Mussolini said, but 
he declared, “of this hate, which is 
fully reciprocated, we are extreme- 
ly proud.”

AUTO UNION’S BOARD EXPELS 
OFFICER WHO OPPOSED MARTIN 


George Addes Out as 
Treasurer; Widening of Rift 
in Organization Indicated.

DETROIT, July 9.—The Interna- 
tional executive board of the 
United Automobile Workers of 
America stripped George Addes of 
his official title of secretary-treas- 
urer today and expelled him from 
membership in the union. 

The board charged Addes had di- 
verted money from the interna- 
tional union, had refused to abide 
by union actions and decisions, and 
had refused to answer questioris or 
submit evidence in his own defense 
at his trial. 

The decision was regarded a8, a 
further widening of the split be- 
tween the faction of Homer Mar- 
tin, U A W A president, and op- 
ponents led by Richard Franken- 
steen, former assistant president 
o fthe union. Frankensteen was 
suspended at the same time as 
Addes, Martin charging them with 
promoting factionalism. Addes was 
the first to be tried. 

Addes, one of five international 
officers suspended last month by 
Martin, walked out of the board 
meeting at which he was tried yes- 
terday afternoon after every re- 
quest made by his attorney, Mau- 
rice Sugar, was refused. 
| Five board members who have 
been aligned with the “unity” fac- 
tion, which Addes represents, also 
left the meeting. 


SLACK TRADING IN STOCKS;

Mexico, Dominican Repub- 
lic and Peru Propose to 
Open Doors—Latter Pro- 
hibits Intellectuals. 


OTHER NATIONS BAR 
MASS IMMIGRATION 


Jewish Agencies at Confer- 
ence Divided on Method 
of Evacuation From 
Germany and Austria.

EVIAN-LES-BAINS, France, July 
9.—Three Latin-American nations 
offered today to open their doors 
to Germani\and Austrian refugees, 
after other countries had told the 
Evian conference they could not 
permit mass immigration. 

Mexico pledged “asylum to for- 
eigners who are afraid for their 
lives,” and promised opportunities 
for them to work. 

The Dominican Republic fol- 
lowed suit, as did Peru, the latter 
making an exception, however, of 
refugee intellectuals. 

Virgilio Trujillo Molina, Domin- 
ican delegate, announced both ag- 
ricultural and professional men 
would be accepted. He said large 
areas suitable for farming were 
available, and the West Indian re- 
public would provide seed and tech- 
nical advice. 

Garcia Calderon, Peruvian dele- 
gate, said Peru would welcome 
farmers and all agricultural work- 
ers, but would “place strict restric- 
tion on lawyers, doctors and other 
professional emigrants.” Moderate, 
selected immigration would be 
helpful to Peru, he said, but the 
nation would not compromise its. 
national stability. 


oe Oe ae ey angen 
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The Mexican delegate, Primo Villa 
Michel, told the conference “our 
collaboration will make it possible 
to carry out the migration of refu- 
gees from Germany and Austria in 
an orderly manner at a rate appro- 
priate to each country’s require- 
ments and possibilities.” He did 
not specify the number Mexico 
would take. : 

Jesus Maria Yepes, delegate from 
Colombia, said Colombia must limit 
immigration to agricultural work- 
ers. He said his country could not 
encourage migration of intellectual 
workers and traders, who make up 
the majority of refugees. Argentina ' 
and Brazil previously had made 
similar statements. $ 

Following Yepes, the Chilean 
delegate, Garcia Oldini, announced 
that his country would be unable 
to increase its immigration quotas 
for either industrial or agricultural 
workers pending completion of 
technical studies already ordered. 

He said any eventual immigration 
would have to be “in a measure 
which would not risk compromising 
the situations to which our national 
workers have a right.” 


Policies of Other Nations. 


The refugee policies outlined by 
spokesmen of other nations in- 
cluded : 

While Ecuador has no restrictions 
of a racial character, “it cannot 
indefinitely accept intellectual 
workers, since it primarily is an 
agricultural country.” 

Uruguay will not now exceéd 
present immigration quotas. 

Venezuela is reluctant to accept 
German and Austrian refugees for 
fear of creating a racial problem, 
but will “pursue a vigorous policy 
of selective immigration.” 

Denmark not only is unable to 
accept additional refugees, but 
would like to have some German 
refugees already settled in Den- 
mark taken off her hands. 

Differences Over Methods. 

Wide differences developed among 
Jewish welfare agencies represent- 
ed at the conference on methods 
of evacuating persons wanting to 
leave Germany. 

The proposals ranged from mass 
emigration and colonization move- 
ments to establishment of huge in- 
ternational funds—perhaps $250,- 
000,000—to finance transportation 
and settlement. | 

The United States, France and 
Great Britain sought the approval 
of the 32-nation intergovernmental 
committee for their proposed solu- 
tion of the Austro-German refugee 
problem by a permanent organiza- 
tion in London with branches in 
Berlin and Vienna. | 

The American - French - British 
plan would provide that the perma- 
nent organization would be free of 
close affiliation with existing 
refugee groups organized under 
League of Nations auspices.

REPORT ON “BIG 8” 
OF FARM MACHINERY 


Huge Share in Farmer’s Dol- 


national Harvester’s Rec- 


ord Profits Cited.

WASHINGTON, July 9.—A rec- 
ommendation that the Clayton Act 
be amended so as to forbid corpora- 
tions to acquire not only stock but 
also assets of competing companies, 
has just been sent » Congress by 
the Federal Trade Commission, to- 
gether with the completed report 
of its agricultural implement and 
machinery investigation. 

The report asserts that the bulk 
of production of farm implements 
and machines has become concen- 
trated under the control of a few 
concerns known as “the big eight.” 
These are the' International Har- 
vester Co., Chicago; Deere & Co., 
Moline, Tl.; J. I. Case Co., Racine, 
Wis.; The Allis-Chalmers Manufac- 
turing Co, Milwaukee; The Oliver 
Farm Equipment Co., Chicago; the 
Minneapolis-Moline Power Imple- 
ment Co., Minneapolis; the Massey- 
Harris Co., Racine, and B. F. Avery 
& Sons, Louisville. 

The Clayton Act, it is stated, pro- 
hibits only the purchase by one 
company of capital stock in anoth- 
er, whén the effect may be‘to les 
sen compétition or tend to create 
@ monopoly. It does not forbid 
purchase of the factories, equip- 
ment and other physica’ assets of 


vantage of this loophole to set up a 


virtual monopoly, whereby they 
have béen able to mulct the farm- 
ers, fix inordinate price levels and 
earn remarkable profits. 

Effect of Concentration. 

The commission recommends 
that Section 7 of the Clayton Act 
be amended so as to make it un- 
lawful for any corporation, direct- 
ly or indirectly, through a holding 
company, subsidiary or otherwise, 
to acquire any of the assets of a 
competing corporation when either 
is engaged in interstate commerce. 

“The effect of this concentration 
of production,” continues a sum- 
mary: of the report, “is. that, with 
respect to the most important farm 
implements, the prices established 
by the leading manufacturers— 
especially the International Har- 
vester Co. and Deere & Co.—consti- 
tute, in so far as the machines are 
of closely similar character, the 
price level which all manufacturers 
observe. 

“The small companies generally 
cannot sell their products for more 
than the established prices of wide- 
ly accepted similar products of the 
large companies; nor do they feel 
free to sell for less than the price 
leaders for fear of starting a rate 
war in which their large and fi- 
nancially stronger rivals would 
have all the advantage.” 

Price-Fixing Devices. 

Various devices for price-fixing, 
it is declared, include an exchange 
among the manufacturers of tar- 
iffs, catalogs and machine specifi- 
cations; coercion of retail dealers; 
and in particular, “a comprehensive 
and active” trade association known 
as the Farm Equipment Institute: 
This is composed of almost 100 
manufacturers, among whom the 
most vigorous and influential are 
the “Big Eight,” who also are the 
largest contributers to its support. 
The institute boasts a so-called re- 
search department, which devotes 
itself to extensive advertising and 
publicity campaigns and. to “dealer 
educational programs.” 

Out of every dollar spent by the 
farmer .on implements and ma- 
chines, it was found, the, manufac- 
turer’s realization at the factory 
door ranges between 75 and 8&0 
cents. The report comments that 
“there are few, if any, commodities 
in the production of which the 
manufacturer receives such a large 
proportion of the farmer's dollar as 
he ‘does in the production of farm 
tools and machincs.” 

Record Profits in 1937. 

The Federal Trade Commission 
reporting on its investigation of 
the farm implement and machinery 
business declared that although the 
farmer’s cash income for 1937 was 
18 per cent less than that of 1929, 
the International Harvester Co. in 
1937 broke all records for net earn- 
ings. This, the commission eves, 
“can have only one explanation. It

Two Danger Spots Named. 

Kiukiang, next major objective in 
the drive, and Kuling, a hitherto 
funtouched mountain resort where a 
number of Americans and other 
foreigners have sought safety, were 
mentioned in the memorandum as 
danger spots. ’

In the party were two women 
botanists, Alzada Clover, 40 years 
old, and her assistant, Lois Jotter, 
25, both of the University of Mich- 
igan; and four men, Eugene At- 
kinson, University of Michigan 
geologist; Don Harris of Soda 
Springs, Ida., a United States geolog- 
ical survey employe; artist-photog- 
rapher W. C. Gibson of San Fran- 
cisco, and Riverman Norman D. 
Neville of Mexican Hat, Utah, 
Two Quit Expedition. 
Today, however, Harris and At- 
kinson quit, Harris because he has 
been transferred to Salt Lake City 
and must return to work, and At- 
kinson because he said he believed 
the trip thus far had served its 
purpose—botanical research—and 
he wished to do research work in 
Texas. They were replaced by Del 
Reid of Mexican Hat and Jack 
Stockstell of Hutchinson, Kan. 
Departure o nthe last leg of the 
trip, planned for today, was post- 
poned until Tuesday or Wednesday 
as a result. 
The first 120 miles, down Green 
River to the Colorado, were un- 
eventful, Dr. Clover said. Near the 
junction, however, the boats were 
caught in an area of whirlpools and 
swift currents, and were beached 
only after a hard fight. 
Then one empty boat broke away 
and Miss Jotter spent a night alone, 
hemmed in by high canyon walls, 
while the other five in the party 
retrieved it.

Then came Cataract Canyon, 
“graveyard of the Colorado.” Down 
scores of rapids the boats sped. 
Three times they were portaged 
over near-cataracts and three 
times they were lowered: by ropes. 

At the junction of the Colorado 
and Chipman Creek, the boat occu- 
pied by Harris and Gibson capsized. 
Gibson swam ashore, but Harris,, 
grasping the overturned craft, 
was carried downstream. He and 
the boat were rescued by Dr. Clo- 
ver and Nevils after half a mile 
chase through the rapids. 

Meet Only Six Other Persons. 

The party saw only six. other 
persons — three at Hite, a river 
crossing in Southern Utah, and 
three Japanese prospectors some 
30 miles below Hite. 

Faced with a food shortage sev- 
eral days out of Green River, they 
obtained canned goods cached in 
a cabin near the Rainbow Bridge, 
in extreme Southern Utah. When 
they stepped ashore here, they had 
only one can of soup and three or 
four cans of other food left. 


All were in high spirits, and the 
women exclaimed, when asked 
about the trip, “We had a swell 
time!” They expect to be the first 
women to complete a trip down the 
Colorado. 
known to have attempted it was 
Mrs. Glenn R. Hyde of Hansen, Ida. 
She was lost with her husband 10 
years ago. 

New Species of Cacti Found. 

Dr. Clover displayed three new 
species of cacti, and declared she 
had taken pictures of unusual flora.

During the li-year period from 
1927 to 1938, including three years 
of* depression, it »s estimated that 
the annual net profit of Deere &

ness as a whole during normal 
years were found to have been as 
follows: 1927, 16 per cent; 1928, 19 
per cent; 1929, 18 per cent; 1930, 12 
per cent; 1934, 7 per cent; 1935, 16 
per cent, and 1936, 19 per. cent. 
Losses during three depression 
years averaged 10 per cent. 

Big Replacement Profits. 

High as these profits were, the 
commission finds they were exceed- 
ed by those exacted for the re- 
placement of machine parts, From 
1929 to 1936, it is calculated, the 
International Harvester Co. realized 
an average gross margin of 39.7 
per cent on replacement parts, as 
against 26.9 per cent on sales of 
new implements and machines. Sim- 


listed as 45.2 and 39.2, and for the 
Allis-Chalmers Co., 46.2 and 23.7.

TO STOP WP ACHEGKUP 


Say ‘Inquiries _Have Forced 
Them to “Let Own Pro- 
gram Slide.”

JEFFERSON CITY, July %— 
George I. Haworth, State Social Se- 
curity Administrator, said today he 
had notified Missouri W P A ofi- 
cials his office could no longer 
certify applicants for W P A jobs 
after Aug. 1. 

“We are facing a drastic reduc- 
tion in personnel because of a 


shortage of administrative funds,” 
he asserted, “and we cannot afford 
to have our workers devoting a 
large share of their time to inves- 
tigating the needs of W P A appili- 
cants.” 

Haworth estimated the cost of 
W P A certifications to the Social 
Security office at $40,000 to $50,000 
a month since last December, 
when W P A started expanding its 
activities. 

“This flood of investigations of 
W P A cases in the large cities has 
meant that we have had to let our 
own program slide, especially old- 
age assistance,” he said. “When 
the Legislature made our adminis- 
trative appropriation, it did not 
contemplate that we would handle 
W P A certifications.” 

Matthew S. Murray State W P A 
chief, said he had conferred with 
regional officials from Chicago on 
a new method for handling applica- 
tions. The W P A is considering 
setting up its own personnel to 
make the investigations.

Being 
located both on the Missouri River and the 
Mississippi River, and at a time when 
steamboat transportation played such an 
important part in connection with the cov- 
ered wagon mode of travel, Missouri natur- 
ly was the gateway to the West. 

Before the modern Kansas City became 
the gateway to the Southwest, another not- 
able Missouri city served as a gateway in 
more than one direction. I refer to St. 
Louis, The influence of St. Louis as a com- 
mercial center reached far out into the 


It was Missouri troops under Kearny that 
first crossed the far Southwest carrying the 
American flag. The Mormon Battalion, 
composed of many young men from Mis- 
souri, followed over that long trail on the 
heels of the Kearny expedition. Other Mis- 


‘souri troops under Doniphan carried the 


American flag across that same region going 
southward from Santa Fe into Mexico. 

Sterling Price, a distinguished Missouri 
soldier and character, took a leading part 
in the military proceedings on this South- 
western stage. He was the first military 
Governor of New Mexico after the conquest. 
As soon as civil government was established 
for that part of the conquered region, with 
Santa Fe as the capital, Governor Lane, a 
former Mayor of St. Louis, was made the 
first civil Governor. 


With this in mind, they had five cases on 
hand when the veterans arrived.

It seems that the Cardinals’ 
Sales and Release Department 
owes us some sort of an explana- 
tion.

P the floodlights. 


“I am inclined to believe the 
same as Will Harridge, president 
of the American Baseball League, 
that night games in major league 
football, as well as baseball, are 
inevitable,” Carr said. “The trend 
towards night games in major 
league football is reflected in the 
fact that six National League 
championship games will be 
played under lights this season. 

“The continuation of night foot- 
ball games, naturally, will de- 


wards them... I do not think 
there ever will be a. time .when 
it will be practical for a team in 
our league to play an entire 
schedule of night games. 

“However, I do believe it will 
be sensible procedure within the 
next two years for every team to 
play three of their 11 champion- 
ship games under lights.” 


To Speed the Schedule. 


An extension of the night game 
idea, the officials believe, would 
enable the various teams to so 
speed up their schedules that it 
would be possible to dispose of 
the annual playoff for the world 
championship, involving the Hast- 
ern and Western title groups, on 
or before Thanksgiving day. 

In the past the playoffs in De- 
cember have been held under un- 
favorable weather conditions for 
both spectators and players. 

One difficulty with night foot- 
ball is that many of the teams 
play their games in baseball parks 
and objections have been made 
that the gridiron markings and 
the effects of cleats on the turf 
could not be eliminated in time 
for a baseball game the following 
afternoon. However, the use of 
white sand for marking, instead 
of lime, makes the elimination 
of gridiron marks an easy task. 
Cleats do not injure the field 
unless it is wet. 

It is believed that satisfactory 
arrangements for both football 
and baseball games within 24 
hours in the same park can be 
perfected.

HE Public Affairs Committee 
T has devoted a great deal of time 
to learn how we spend our 
money. The latest pamphlet records 
that in New England, a community 
noted for hard work and thrift, the 
people don’t have enough to eat;

UESTIONS sent in by school- 
boys and girls: 
1. Is it bad manners today for 
a girl to file her nails, powder her 
face and comb her hair in public? 
Answer: To file her nails and to 
comb her hair is not a bit less of- 
fensive than it would be to see her 
brush her teeth. To put a little 
powder on her face or to make up 
her lips is permissible on occasion; 
and a moment should be chosen 
when the attention of whoever she 
is with is not focussed upon her. 
The girl who goes to lunch with a 
man and sits down at table and im- 
mediately begins studying her face 
in a mirror and making her face 
up is certainly not following the 
precepts of either good taste or 
‘charm. If it is necessary to make 
up her face before beginning to 
eat, it would be much better to do 
this out in the lobby before going 
into the restaurant, and again, if 
necessary, at the end of the meal 
while the host is paying the bill. 
If she must file her nails or comb 
her hair, she should go to the dress- 
ing room. 


2. When walking along the street 
with one girl, which side does the 
boy take? 

Answer: He walks on the curb 
side. There is a half permitted ex- 
ception to this which allows him 
to walk on her left. In other words, 
to keep her on his right. 


3 When walking along the street 


with two girls, where does he walk? 

Answer: On the curb side. In 
this case, keeping them on his right 
does not quite counterbalance the 
traditional rule of taking the curb 
side himself, because there is no 
rule about keeping a whole group 
on his right. 


4. What is the duty of the hos- 
tess when guests are leaving? 

Answer: To go with them as far 
as the door of the room in which 
they are sitting, to shake hands 
with them and say good-bye. When 
there are many guests the hostess 
does not leave the room’ because 
she does not leave her other guests 
alone. When there is only one 
guest, however, especially when 
that one guest is a woman, she 
goes with her as far as her own 
front door. In the case of the 
only guest being a man, when there 
is no servant on duty to open the 
door, the hostess very likely goes 
out into the hall to see that he can 
find his hat and coat, and let him- 
self out. She does not help him 
into his coat nor hand him his hat 
unless he is very old or else infirm.

Doctors Find 
Books an Aid 


| To Treatment 


Bibliotherapy Used to Take 
Minds of Patients Off IIl- 


ness.

IBLIOTHERAPY is the name 

given to that form of treatment 

which consists of reading books. 
Sometimes the book may be a trea- 
tise on the disease the patient has, 
and sometimes it may be only fic- 
tion. 

I know one doctor who never 
starts his day’s rounds without pil- 
ing up. 10 or 15 books to give his 
patients. Most of them in his prac- 
tice have tuberculosis and they lead 
a monotonous life, resting in bed. 
Anyone enjoys a book more when 
it has been recommended by some- 
one whom they like and admire, so 
the doctor’s literary prescriptions 
pass away many.a long hour. 

There are a large number of 
books designed for instructing 
patients in certain diseases—three 
especially — diabetes, tuberculosis 
and arthritis. Manuals on diabetes 
for instructing patients are Jos- 
lin’s, John’s, Wilder’s, McHenry’s. 
They give instructions in calculat- 
ing diets, examining urine, admin- 
istering insulin, etc. Good tuber- 
culosis manuals are by Hawes and 
Webb. “Conquering Arthritis,” by 
Margolis is a valuable book of in- 
struction in that field. 

Another large group of books 
deal with nervous and psychologic 


| troubles—“Outwitting Our Nerves” 


by Jackson and Salisbury, “The 
Human Mind” by Menninger, “Dis- 
covering Ourselvés” by Strecker 
and Appel, and Adamson’s “So 
You’re Going to a Psychiatrist.” 
One patient under treatment found 
some ideas in Jackson and Salis- 
bury’s “Outwitting Our Nerves” 
which gave her more help for her 
insomnia than her doctor had. ~ 

But the majority of cures along 
this line comes from reading fic- 
tion or general literature. A neu- 
rotic personality finds escape in the 
adventure novels of Zane Grey or 
the historical romance of Conan 
Doyle. “The White Company” is 
calculated to take the sick man’s 
mind off himself for two to three 
hours, 

Patients of nervous habit tend to 
identify themselves with some 
character in a book and they get 
saisfaction in this way, because 
they are in imagination at least 
successful and happy, which helps 
their inferiority complex. “Gone 
With the Wind’ was read by two 
patients, one of whom identified 
herself with Scarlett to her great 
satisfaction. Another identified her 
husband, with whom she was on 
bad terms, with Rhett Butler, the 
cruel and ruthless individualist.

He is not to be rocked by anybody, 
and that includes grandma. He ig 
never to be shaken or scolded or 
frightened. Anyone who is an- 
noyed by the actions of the baby 
must keep out of the way. 

Sometimes among the relatives 
is one who insists upon taking the 
place of the mother. Usually it is 
an elderly relative who longs to 
bring up this child in the right 
way, her way. When this happens 
there is only one thing for mother 
to do and that is to say politely, 
sweetly, firmly, “I am the baby's 
mother. The responsibility is mine, 
In the long run I must manage with 
him alone as best I can. No, I can- 
not let anyone take my place.” Say 
something like this and mean it, 
and that will end the interference, 

Some of the friends and relatives 
will want to give you advice about 
the child’s food. Tell them you do 
not need their advice. You are fol- 
lowing the doctor’s orders about 
the child’s diet strictly and you 
don’t want to spoil his work and 
waste time and money. 

Some will offer gifts to the baby, 
and mother must decide what is to 
be done about that. Talk things 
4 over with these friends who mean 

so well. Let mother show them 
that the gifts had better take the 
form of some lasting benefit, such 
as an insurance for the education 
of the child. Don’t shower money 
or useless gifts upon children. They 
need very little. Just food, clothes 
and toys—all of the simplest kind, 
Enough is enough.
